1 . DEPUTY SECRETARY WOULD LIKE TO TAKE ADVANTAGE OF 
SILVEIRA'S NEED TO ABSENT HIMSELF FOR OPENING OF CONGRESS 
BY CALLING DURING THAT TWO-HOUR PERIOD ON OTHER GOB 
OFFICIALS LIKELY TO HAVE INDIRECT INFLUENCE ON GOB RE- 
SPONSE TO US PROPOSALS IN NUCLEAR FIELD, IF YOU AGREE 
THAT MIGHT BE USEFUL. ONE POSSIBLILITY WOULD BE TO CALL 
ON RANKING ECONOMIC OFFICIALS TO CONVEY POSITIVE SIGNAL 
THAT WE ARE AWARE OF BRAZIL S ECONOMIC CONCERNS. ANOTHER 
POSSIBILITY WOULD BE THE PRESIDENT'S OFFICE (E.G. GENERAL 
GOLBERY) BUT THIS MAY BE TOO SENSITIVE AND LIKELY TO 

BE RESENTED BY SILVEIRA. 

2. ON ECONOMIC FRONT, FOR EXAMPLE, DEPUTY SECRETARY MIGHT 
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CALL ON SIMONSEN AND VELLOSO. IF THEY ARE ALSO AT 
CONGRESSIONAL SESSION, PLEASE CONSIDER SCHEDULING APPRO- 
PRIATE CALL ON OTHER RANKING ECONOMIC OFFICIALS IF 
AVAILABLE. GIVEN STATE OF PLAY HERE ON SHOES AND COFFEE, 

IN PARTICULAR, DEPUTY SECRETARY WILL BE IN ESSENTIALLY A 
LISTENING POSTURE - BUT WE ASSUME THE EXPRESSION OF 
INTEREST ITSELF MIGHT BE USEFUL. 
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3. FYI: IN CONFIDENCE, ALTHOUGH DEPUTY SECRETARY IS 

PRESSED TO RETURN TO WASHINGTON FOR CONGRESSIONAL HEARINGS, 
HE WOULD CONSIDER STAYING OVER FOR WEDNESDAY MORNING 
MEETING, MARCH 2, IF DEVELOPMENTS WARRANTED. INCIDENTALLY, 
HE WAS CONFIRMED ON FEBRUARY 24 AND SWORN IN TODAY. END 
FYI. 

4. WE HAVE DRAFTED TOAST PARA 5 FOR DEPUTY SECRETARY'S 
USE IN EVENT ONE IS REQUIRED DURING WORKING LUNCH. 

EMBASSY IS REQUESTED TO USE DRAFT AS BASIS FOR DEVELOPING 
TWO VERSIONS FOR DISCUSSION WITH PARTY FOLLOWING ARRIVAL: 
ONE ASSUMING MORNING DISCUSSIONS HAVE BEEN PRODUCTIVE AND 
THEREFORE AT LEAST SOMEWHAT UPBEAT ABOUT FUTURE RELATION- 
SHIPS; ONE SOMEWHAT MORE RESTRAINED. 

5. QUOTE: MR. FOREIGN MINISTER, FIRST OF ALL LET ME 

EXPRESS MY THANKS FOR YOUR WARM RECEPTION AND HOSPITALITY. 
AS YOU KNOW. THIS IS THE FIRST OFFICIAL VISIT TO LATIN 
AMERICA OF A MEMBER OF PRESIDENT CARTER'S ADMINISTRATION. 
THAT IT IS TO BRAZIL IS AS MUCH A REFLECTION OF THE VALUE 
WE ASSIGN TO OUR HISTORIC TIES OF DIALOGUE AND FRIENDSHIP 
AS IT IS OF THE IMPORTANCE OF THE SPECIFIC PROBLEMS WE 
HAVE BEEN DISCUSSING.

PRESIDENT CARTER'S ADMINISTRATION SUPPORTS THIS BASIC 
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PURPOSE. AS SECRETARY VANCE INDICATED IN HIS LETTER TO 
YOU, THIS ADMINISTRATION DESIRES TO CONTINUE THE CONSUL- 
TATIVE PROCESSES WHICH HAVE SERVED THE INTERESTS OF OUR
